Hi Mike, 


It depends on the cone material. If it's paper, use a paper-wetting type 
glue and stick a patch over the tear. If it's a plastic cone, then you 
need to find a glue whose solvent doesn't damage the cone material - 
latex or silicone-based cement is usually fairly safe. 


Have a careful look at the roll surround - if it's starting to show signs 
of collapse, replace it with a modern foam surround - you will need to 
remove the centre dust cap in order to ensure centring of the voice 

coil over the pole piece - then fit a new dust cap. The bass response 
will improve out of sight. 


Chances are the shop that sells you the roll surround and replacement 
dust cap can supply the correct cement for the repair, as well. 


If the cone can be seen, spray a dull black paint over the cone to hide 
the repair[s].

General Cement offered their "Service Cement", which was a clear, 
flexible glue similar to the old "airplane" glue used for -_wood_ model 
aircraft. Hopefully you could just fit the tear back together and glue 
the edges together. If there was actually a hole, with missing paper, 
we used toilet paper or paper towel to make a patch and glued the 

edges. Too much glue could result in rattling or I actually saw one 
"repair" where there was so much glue it pulled the voice coil down 
causing it to rub. Cutting the old blob of glue out and replacing it 
with a TP patch solved the problem.

AES (and probably others) still carry the Service Cement. I use it regularly 
to repair cones in BC-611 microphones and earphones. It works OK on both the 
black paper (early) and plastic (late) cones. 


>From your description of a "star shaped tear", I have the mental picture of a 
small puncture with tear lines radial from the center. If that is the case, 
before applying the cement, use a thin probe with a short hook on the end to 
pop the triangles back out. 


If cone material is actually missing, the only patch or filler I would be 
willing to use would be material cut from another speaker of the same type. If 
the cone has circumferential ridges or furrows molded into it near the outer 
edge and the tear goes through those and you need a patch, you will need to cut 
the patch from that area of the organ donor. 


Allow at least a day for the cement to cure before testing. And if you need 
to hide the patch by painting, don't do that until after after initial 
testing.

I'm assuming the cone is paper. General Cement service cement is ideal if 
it has not gotten too thick. You can thin it with acetone. Clear finger 
nail polish is also excellent, again if not too thick, and the applicator 
brush is ideal for repairing speaker cones. You don't need to apply a lot 
of glue for the edges of the tear(s) to be securely bonded together. Allow 
a good hour for the glue to cure.

Long ago and far away, in addition to repairing hols in the cone, I was 
taught by my Elmer to re-center the voice coil if the glue was even 
partially gone from the rim-not to just slop more glue on the rim. In 
them there days, GC made a Speaker Cement in a bottle with a brush 
applicator-quite like what's been described here over the past few days. 
The only difference was that it dried much faster than nail polish or 
the GC Radio Cement. 


Oh, yes, the centering was done by using scraps of photo negative, each 
cut to a point-5 or 6 of them were pushed into the space around the 
magnet, opposite pieces done together. The rim was then glued to the 
speaker cone and held with pinch clothes pins until the glue dried. 
Surprising what one found inside the grille cloth-and usuallu piercing 
the cone: lots of Crayola pieces, paper clips, other such things a child 
had access to.

Lynn did several SX-88 front panels for me that were perfect. We worked 

together to get the right gray and just the right degree of semi-gloss appearance 
(near flat) and he knocked down the brightness of the usual refrigerator white 
silk-screened nomenclature to achieve an "aged" white that turned out to look 
perfect. He did dial glasses for me too at the time. I guess he got tired of 
dealing with us because as far as I know he does not do it anymore. I feel 
fortunate to have the three or four he did for me and I don't know that I really 
want to take a chance on anyone else. Some of the other offerings out there 

just don't look original (too glossy, clear coat, etc.). Shame he is out of the 
business. I wonder if there is enough money to be made in this to encourage 
someone else to start another one up and offer top quality work for a price that 
would be profitable? Typically radio people (and hams in particular) do not 

want to pay a lot for something so perhaps not. No offense intended, just 

stating what I have learned over the years. The old radio hobby does not work the 
same as say the old car hobby where there are a lot of cottage industries to 


support the demand for reproduction work.
